FREE INQUIRY. 


Demanded Into the Death of Lieut. 
Sutton. 

Annapolis, Md., July 9—In the 
limelight of publicity focused on the 
second Federal inquiry into the myes- 
terious shooting of Lieutenant James 
Sutton, of the Marine Corps, it de- 
veloped today that one of the officers 
said to be mixed in the affair is the 
nephew of «a U.S. senator. The 
name of thia officer was not brought 
out in the firat government investiga- 
tion. Inriuences from Washington 
were exerted, it was said here today. 
which kept it a secret. Under the 
probe ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy, however, it is believed that 
no one who had any. part whatever 
in the eventa culminating in the 
tragedy will be shielded. “It can- 
not again be charged,’’ said one high 
officer in the navy department, 
“that politics can obstruct an in- 
quiry to determine whether or not 
Sutton was murdered. The present 
inquiry ‘is expected to unearth — all 
the facts in the case, no matter who 
they may involve.” An important 
witness who was not called before 
the first board of inquiry and whose 
testimony at the coming investiga- 
tion will be in direct variance with 
the first board’s finding that Sutton 
committed suicide is Raymond Tay- 
lor, an undertaker of this city, Tay- 
lor took charge of the body after’ it 
had been removed to the naval hos 
pital. “I diatinetly remember that 
the bullet hole in the dead lieuten- 
ant’e head was as much as two 
inches back of the right ear,” said 
Taylor today. ‘It was in a place 
where it would have been extremely 
difficult for a man to shoot himself. 
The weapon used wae nearly a foot 
long and there were no powder marks. 


Lemieux at Celebration. 


Burlington, Vt., July 8 
was the subject of an address delivered 
tonight by the Hon, Redolph Lemieux, 
postmaster general of Canada, at the 
dinner given to President Taft in con- 
nection with the Champlain tercenten- 
ary celebration, The speaker paid his 
respects to President Taft by saying that 
the Canadians claim a part ownership 
in him on account of the several hune 
dred thousand of his countrymen who 
had gone over the border and become 
citizens of the United States. One of 
the proudest memories in Canadian 
history was the fact that the little Can- 
ada of fifty years ago, sent no less than 
45,000 men to fight in the ranks of the 
north to maintain the ascendancy of 
the Stars and Stripes, said the post- 
master general. Speaking of Champlain,
